(8 ) any othermatter which is to be , or may be, prescribed , 
or in respect ofwhich provision is to be made, by rules.

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section (1), 
where an offence under this Ordinance has been committed by a 
Department of Government and it is proved that the offence has 
been committed with consent or connivance of, or is attributable 
to any neglect on the part of, any officer, other than the Head of 
the Department, such officer shall also be deemed to be guilty of 
that offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and 
punished accordingly. 


36. Power to make regulations.-- (1 ) The Authority may, by 
notification , make regulations consistent with this Ordinance 
and the rules made thereunder to carry out the purposes of this 
Ordinance . 


(2 ) In particular , and without prejudice to the generality of 
the foregoing power, such regulations may provide for all or any 
of the followingmatters , namely: 


32. Exemption from tax on wealth and income.

33. Delegation.— The Authority may ,by general or special 
order in writing, delegate to any member, officer of the Authority 
or any other person subject to such conditions , if any, as may 
be specified in the order, such of its powers and functions under 
this Ordinance (except the power to settle dispute under 
Chapter IV and to make regulation under section 36 ) as it.may 
deem necessary . 


(c ) the salaries and allowances payable to and the other 
conditions of service of officers and other employees of the 
Authority under sub - section (2 ) of section 10 ; 


(d ) levy of fees and other charges under clause (1 ) of sub

34. Cognizance of offences.- (7) No court shall take cogni 
zance of any offence punishable under this Ordinance or the 
rules or regulations made thereunder save on a complaintmade 
by the Authority 


(2 ) No court inferior to that of a Chief Metropolitan 
Magistrate or a Chief JudicialMagistrate of the first class shall 
try any offence punishable under this Ordinance .

35. Power to make rules.- ( 1) The Central Government 
may, by notification , make rules for carrying out the purposes of 
this Ordinance . 


37. Rules and regulations to be laid before Parliament.- 
Every rule and ever regulation made under this Ordinance shall 
be laid , as soon as may be after it is made, before each House of 
Parliament,while it is in session, for a total period of thirty days 
which may be comprised in one session or in two or more 
successive sessions, and if , before the expiry of the session 
immediately following the session or the successive sessions 
aforsaid , both Houses agree in making any modification in the 
rule or regulation or both Houses agree that the rule or regulation 
should not be made , the rule or regulation shall thereafter have 
effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the case 
may be, so , however, that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything 
previously done under that rule or regulation . 


(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power , such rules may provide for all or any of the 
following matters, namely : 


(a ) the salary and allowances payable to and the other 
conditions of service of the Chairperson and members under 
sub - section (5 ) of section 5 ; 


(b ) the powers and functions of the Chairperson under 
sub -section (1 ) of section 6 ; 


38. Application of certain laws.-- The provisions 
of this Ordinance shall be in addition to the provi 
sions of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 and the 13 of 1885 . 
Indian Wireless Telegraphy Act, 1933 and, in par 17 of 1933. 
ticular , nothing in this Ordinance shall affect any 
jurisdiction , powers and functions required to be 
exercised or performed by the Telegraph Authority 
in relation to any area falling within the jurisdiction 
of such Authority. 


(c ) the category of books of account or other documents 
which are required to be maintained under sub- section (3 ) of 
section 12 ;

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39. Power to remove difficulties.-- (1 ) If any difficulty arises 
in giving effect to the provisions of this Ordinance, the Central 
Government may , by order, published in the Official Gazette , 
make such provisions not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Ordinance as may appear to be necessary for removing 
the difficulty:
